NEW SUBWAY TUNNEL BOARDED UP 

The Hamptons Subway, as you know, was 
built in 1932 with stolen subway material 
from the New York Subway system buried 
underground here. We found it in 2007. There 
are many doors in the tunnels that are frozen 
shut. We blowtorch them open as we get the 
chance. Last week, behind a locked door east 
of East Hampton, we found an unused subway 
spur that went up to the Northwest section of 
that town. There was once a village up there 
in the woods. Foundations can be found. 
Most people thought it was abandoned around 
1820. Apparently not. We have boarded up 


the spur, at both where it begins and up in 
Northwest, where there’s a platform and a 
stairway that leads up to under a tall oak tree.

While Protests Continue 


Ground Breaks for Construction on Site of the Proposed CVS in Bridgehampton

Es are moving fast on the northwest 
corner of Montauk Highway and the Sag 


Harbor Turnpike here in the very center of 


downtown Bridgehampton. 

‘Since before Labor Day Weekend, the Town 
of Southampton has held meetings with some 
very angry citizens about the possibility that a 
CVS Pharmacy might come to that corner. The 
CVS would face out to the Topping Rose House 
and the Nathaniel Rodgers House, the two 
historic 19th-century Greek Revival mansions 
that define that intersection and face out to 
the Founders Monument that separates them. 
CVS needs a special exception to the law 
to be allowed to occupy both floors of the 
new building. 

That northwest corner had been a vacant 
patch of weeds for the past three years. But 
then, last Tuesday, September 16, just a week 
after the town board meeting, a construction 
company moved onto the property and the dirt 
began to fly. The building that could be rented 
out to CVS was underway, with the Nesconset 
Construction Company Inc. of Yaphank 
clearing the land. 

By late Saturday morning, when protesters 
began arriving in cars intent on carrying signs 


protesting CVS, the protestors were greeted 
not with a vacant lot but with piles of earth, 
concrete cesspools and earth diggers. There 
were also two signs. One, an iron historic 
marker by the curb saying Wick’s Tavern 
had been there before. And the other a sign, 
on the property, that showed what the new 
9,000-square-foot building would look like. It’s 
actually a nice brick building in the 19th century 
Greek Revival style, with white columns out 
front. The protesters, confused, drove off. 

I wrote two weeks ago, when the site was 
still a vacant lot, that I felt this property’s best 
use would be as a historic site, particularly 
a historic site celebrating Bridgehampton’s 
extensive role in the American Revolutionary 
War. Now what? 


Here’s why this construction has suddenly — 


begun. In 2006, a developer bought this lot and 
soon tore down the decrepit buildings that 
were still on it. They applied for a building 
permit and site plan approval. They got them. 
In 2013, the word leaked out that CVS had 
signed on to be the tenant for both the first 
floor and second. The approvals the developer 
had gotten were for roughly 4,500 square feet of 
stores on the ground floor and 4,500 square feet 
for a tenant on the second floor, presumably 
office tenants. CVS would (Cont'd on next page)

need a special exemption permit 
to get permission to have such a 
grand store there, with an elevator 
or escalator between the two floors, 
presumably. So far, from the looks of 
it, it seems they may not get it. And 
maybe it would get worse. There 
has been talk that there might be 
oil spills on the property from the 
half-century it was a gas station. 
Indeed that issue was brought up 
at Bridgehampton’s Community 
Advisory Board meeting last Monday, 
according to Cary Millard, the former 
co-chair, who attended that meeting. 
She said Town Supervisor Anna 
Throne-Holst was also there and the 
matter was put to her. Throne-Holst 
said that this was not in the purview 
of the town and the town can’t touch 
it, it’s an environmental issue. In any 
case, there is a SECRA being done. 
John Bennett, an _ attorney 
representing CVS, told 27East he 
was not surprised the developer was 
putting shovels in the ground at this 
time. “Naturally, there’s so much 
shenanigans going on, so they’re 
going to build it before they get that 
taken away,” he said. The process 
begins. And the CVS application for a 
special exception permit is pending. 
If they don’t get it, they could still 


legally move in, but only on the first Wick’s Tavern details, as drafted in 1940 as part of a federal project 


of the two floors. And at least there 
would be a building. 

Is the idea to make this a park 
celebrating Bridgehampton’s 
history not going to happen? Well, 
it’s not often that a new building 
gets torn down after it’s been built. 
But it happens. Also, the Nesconset 
Construction Company is a company 
specializing in “clearing, demolition, 
excavation, drainage, utilities, 
concrete, paving and landscaping,” 
according to their Facebook page. 
Maybe there is to be no construction 
above ground at this time. So it still 
could be bought and saved. Well, I'll 
cross my fingers. 

When I first arrived here in 
the Hamptons, in the 1960s, the 
property was occupied by a Shell 
gas station. In front of it, by the

East Hampton to Get Rid of Deer Humanely & Not Right Away 


BY DAN RATTINER 


S o now East Hampton is moving ahead with 
a plan to solve the deer problem by spaying 
the females. There are an estimated 3,500 deer 
in town. So 1,750 are girls, more or less. 

Spaying is surely the most civilized way to 
thin the herd, though of course it takes longer. 
(The lifespan of a deer is three years.) Recently, 
the Village of East Hampton set aside $30,000 for 
the project. Last week, the Village Preservation 
Society of East Hampton pledged an additional 
$100,000. The plan is to hire a reputable deer 
management company called White Buffalo, 
Inc., headquartered in Moodus, Connecticut. 
They charge $1,000 to spay one deer in the wild. 
As you can see if you do the math, the results 
will be the spaying of only 130 females. But it’s 
a start. 

On the other hand, according to the East 
Hampton Star, many veterinarians in the area 
are up in arms about this. Who is to see to it that 
this White Buffalo outfit from Moodus does this 
in a humane way? And how can White Buffalo 
charge just $1,000 to spay a deer when all the 
regular vets think it costs a whole lot more? 
It got me thinking this could be trouble. 

The last time I saw the words White and 


Buffalo together was on the back of a motorcycle 
jacket. But East Hampton is not listening to 
reason, at least so far. Unless somebody comes 
along with a bid lower than the White Buffalo’s, 
I think they are going to go with them. 

Which is why I am now going to make an offer. 
I will charge only $899.99 per deer. And I think 
I can make money doing it. I am on the up and 
up. So here below is my bid, with everything 
explained, down to the last detail. 

First of all, ’ve done my homework. | read 
several online articles describing the step-by- 
step procedures of spaying a cat. One such 
article, on uncyclopedia.wikia.com, even shows 
you how to do it in your own home. Why 
pay those high-priced vets? You need a knife, 
rubber gloves, some string, a scissors, some 
gauze, bright lights, a table, a rag and some 
chloroform. I do not intend to. go into the 
details about how this is done here. It’s really 
yucky. But like I said, I read up on this, and I 
know how. 

I am aware that a deer is a larger animal than 
a cat, and the spaying must be done in the wild.

her friends. There won’t be a baby. But that’s a 
good thing. Babies slow you down, as anybody 
who has had them will tell you. 

So here it is, all on the up and up, the entire 
procedure for the Mayor to read so he can 
decide if my offer for spaying deer at $899.99 
a pop should be chosen. I hope I’m not too 
late. By the way, if they hire Deer Gone Later, 
LLC, my service, they will know that all the 
employees | hire—about 40 of them—will be 
from the East End, and not from off in some 
faraway boondock like Moodus. Shop local. 
Think local. 

First we find a deer, which is not too hard, 
since they are pretty much all over the place. I 
have several teams of docents, or as I call them, 
doecents, who go out every day in groups of 
five, beating the bushes with brooms to scare 
up a female.

in gently carrying that deer 
over to the ground tarpaulin. 

Everything has to be sterile, of course. But 
first things first. First thing is the rag and 
chloroform over the hose and mouth to gently 
send the deer over to dreamland. By this time, 
four of our men are deployed at the four points 
on the compass to keep others (people, other 
animals, birds, snakes etc.) away. They are 
armed with pistols. Then we begin. _ 

I might note that one thing we will not be 
doing, which I think others do, is require that 
the deer not eat or drink for 12 hours before. 
We think this is unnecessary. And it’s also cruel. 
The deer really can’t imagine why they’d have 
to do that. It makes them cross. We’d rather do 
this quickly and humanely. So no 12-hour prep. 

I personally will do the spaying, given that 
I now possess the expert knowledge of how 
it’s done. I’m not going to go into detail. This 
is a family newspaper. I'll just say the deer is 
unconscious and doesn’t feel anything at all. 
And when I’m done, she’s all stitched up. 

This brings us to the matter of the two-week 
recovery period. I take the deer to the pen I’ve 
set up in my backyard. I’ve got deer treats, more 
carrots and water for when she wakes up. I’ve 
got people who will pet the deer and talk to her 
and let her know she will be all right. It’s a very 
important thing to keep the deer from having 
any bad thoughts, so she doesn’t try jumping 
out of the pen (up 9 feet) resulting in split stiches 
or getting any infections during these crucial 
two weeks. 

In the medicine cabinets in my house | 
have all the necessary things to deal with 
complications that might arise. I have aspirin, 
Tylenol, Benadryl, Imodium, skin lotions and 
a wide variety of anti-bacterial prescription 
drugs that I started on, got better and so never 
stayed the course.

declare that they’ve had enough of the terrible 
racket the planes and helicopters make flying 


in and out of East Hampton airport—helicopter ~ 


landings and takeoffs were up 40% this summer 
over last—and that once and for all restrictions 
need to be placed on how many planes are 
allowed in each day, and that a curfew is 
needed so there are certain times after dark 
when no aircraft be will allowed in at all. 

Resolutions have been passed by Town and 
. Village boards up and down the East End, 
all urging East Hampton Town, which owns 
the airport, to take these actions—something 
East Hampton Town wants to do, except for 
the fact that they fear the Federal Aviation 
Agency. According to their reading of the rules, 
all things that East Hampton wants to do 
must be approved by the Federal Aviation 
Administration (FAA). 

Think of East Hampton as Ukraine. Think of 
the FAA as Russia. It’s the same thing as is going 
on over there.For years, Russia has controlled 
what Ukraine can do. There were no official 
laws like there are here, though. Russia would 
control Ukraine by giving them a cheap rate to 


buy Russian oil—unless Ukraine didn’t do what 
Russia wanted. Then the price went up fourfold 
until Ukraine calmed down. 

We all know that Ukraine finally couldn’t take 
it anymore. Last November, they tried to sign a 
pact with the European Union. Up went the oil 
prices. When the Ukranian president backed 
down, the people rioted and threw him out. 
Russia then seized the Crimea. (Think Georgica.) 
And Russia is trying to seize eastern Ukraine. 
(Think Amagansett.) This is a dangerous game. 

What will happen if East Hampton Town acts 
to do something? Though East Hampton owns 
the airport, it is partially funded by the FAA, 
so that gives the right to approve or deny East 
Hampton’s decisions. 

Or does it? A few weeks ago, an attorney 
named Peter Kirsch, who has been on the town 
payroll for nearly 10 years, said he thinks the 
town will be able to make such changes as 
creating curfews and cutting back on flights 
without FAA approval—once 2015 arrives. 

The thing that will change is that East 
Hampton will begin renouncing various FAA 
grant obligations. The Town has 39 such 
obligations. Four of them are set to expire on 
December 31, 2014. It’s true that the other 35 
remain in place until 2021, but the Town has 
started a trend. They are divesting themselves 
of the FAA. Someday they will run the airport 


privately. Other airports are private—they 
don’t use the FAA, and they don’t have the 
consequent obligations. 

Kirsch, who was in East Hampton the week 
before Labor Day to discuss the issue, said in 
an interview with The Independent that it is his 
opinion that with the writing on the wall, the 
situation has changed. With the expiration at 
the end of December, the FAA will have no say. 
East Hampton won’t even have to make a case. 

Or would they? In the Ukranian situation, at 
the present time, a truce is in place so everybody 
can talk. But the battle line, separated by 
a 10-mile wide no-fight zone, is entirely on 
Ukrainian soil. Meanwhile, sanctions are in 
place against Russia, applied by the Europeans 
and the United States. 

Could East Hampton ban travel for FAA 
officials? Could East Hampton ban travel for 
certain billionaires with screaming jets? Could 
the FAA bring in federal troops and divide the 
airport in two, with a buffer between the two 
sides? One does not know. 

Going it alone without the FAA has 
considerable risk. But take a lesson from this 
country’s founding fathers—they took the risk 
and went ahead. If they had lost, they would 
have hung as traitors. But it worked out. As 
Nike says, just do it.

Square Garden. Everyone today acknowledges 
that this was a disgrace. New York City lost one 
of its greatest treasures. 

What I found (available to see online) are the 
plans for Wick’s Tavern. In 1940, at the very tail 
end of the Great Depression, the government 
sent teams of men, probably unemployed 
surveyors and draftsmen, out to survey and 
make architectural diagrams of many important 
historic buildings in America. One of them was 
Wick’s Tavern. So here they are (on pp. 21 and 
22, and more in this story on DansPapers.com). 

Just one year after the plans were made, 
the wrecking ball took down Wick’s Tavern, a 
victim of “progress.” Replaced by a shiny new 
gas station! 

As the years went by, the gas station aged, 
more gas stations were built in Bridgehampton— 
at one time in the 1970s and 1980s there were 
six of them—and then in the 1990s this gas 
station went out of business. The building was 
then leased to a beverage distributor, and after 
that it was purchased by a developer who in 
2010 cleared the site (but saved a barn that 
was also on the property by taking down the 
beams and posts and piling them in an empty 
lot across the street) then got permits for 
building this two-story Greek Revival building 
with stores and tenants. No tenant or tenants, 
or not enough of them, came along to trigger 
construction. Now comes CVS, which wants 
both floors and has drawn demonstrators, as 
many as 50 on some Saturdays, who believe the 
site has insufficient parking for a high-density 
drugstore on that corner. 

Accompanying this article are details 
and elevations of Wick’s Tavern made just 
months before its final destruction.

W sit at a table outside the Golden Pear in 
. Southampton condemned to remember the 
sweet, doomed voice of Mrs. Resnick. She 
had a calm voice, a fair person’s voice—since 
silenced by cancer—but in the early 1990s very 
much alive and energetic. Filled with a rare, 
aged sort of wisdom for someone just over 45. 

I was Mrs. Resnick’s groundskeeper. Her 
home in Southampton looked like something 
one might find in Stratford-upon-Avon. Low 
dangling lilacs. Roses trained to look untrained. 
Wild gardens around her slate pool vibrated with 
bees. Her front door was hand-carved—heavy 
with age—donning a large, brass doorknocker 
shaped like a wreath. 

I grew up poor. Nobody in my neighborhood 
had a doorknocker, but I believed—and still 
believe—that if there was a doorknocker to be 
used, then one should use it always. 

“What are you doing?” a voice exclaimed from 
a gather of bushes the day | arrived at Mrs. 
Resnick’s doorstep to begin work. | looked. 
A wiry man with a pockmarked face emerged 
from the thicket. He was wearing a Panama Jack 
safari hat. A red handkerchief was tied around 
his neck.

“?’m the new groundskeeper,” I answered. 

I tried to say it with some authority. Tried to 
hide the fact that I didn’t know a dandelion from 
a daffodil—that I'd only been hired because my 
mother was the housekeeper. At the age of 18, 
the only unique sort of knowledge I'd acquired 
was how to play a decent game of chess, though 
I was hardly Bobby Fischer. 

“You used the doorknocker,” he said. 

I stared back at him without reply. To me it 
seemed obvious. 

“Nobody uses the doorknocker,” he said. 

Sheer 
Terror shirt. Converse sneakers. He looked 
unimpressed. He motioned for me to get off the 
porch and follow him. He told me his name was 
Andrew and that he may not be able to make 
me a great groundskeeper, but he would teach 
me not to screw up.

Within hours I would discover that many of 
the house rules—no using the doorknocker 
comes to mind—were Andrew’s and Andrew’s 
only. The quaking, uneasy feeling that arrived at 
the pit of my stomach lasted no longer than the 
moment I met Mrs. Resnick, when she scurried 
across her backyard with a broad, welcoming 
smile. It was a thrill to meet Jeanette’s son, 
she’d said. She was sorry we couldn’t talk more 
about the job, but she was “pinched for time.” 

Pinched was the perfect word. She walked in 
a pinched fashion. Short, bursting, purposeful 
steps. For a person so regimented by calendar, 
she seemed perpetually behind schedule. 

I couldn’t have known at the time, but her 
walk was her means of pain management. 


Later that September she 
would check herself into a 
Manhattan hospital where 
she’d undergo extensive 
surgery on her pelvis. It 
was the early stages of 
what would eventually 
take her from the world. 
She soldiered through 
the agony that summer.

Just a few weeks after her surgery she had 
improved to a cane. | was helping her box up a 
pile of outdated magazines. : 

“Back in July,” she said to me, wincing slightly. 


Nobody had a doorknocker, but | 
believed—and still believe—that if 
there was a doorknocker to be used, 
then one should use it always. 


“You told one of my friends you were from 


Mastic Beach. The best and brightest you said.” 
I nodded. “You got that line from Andrew, didn’t 
you?” Again I nodded. 

Mrs. Resnick dropped the magazines into the 
box. She grabbed my arm with her other hand 
and turned to move back across the room. 

“Don’t say that again,” she said. I was 
taken aback by the finality of her tone, 


but ultimately I obeyed. 

During those autumn months I helped her 
move on that cane from the living room fireplace 
to the spare bedrooms to the back patio where | 
was teaching her to play chess. At first I thought 
she told me not to say that line because it was 
boastful. It was presumptuous. After that year 
I realized: she wanted me to own my identity. 
To stand proud with whatever I had, no matter 
how many rooks down. 

Why don’t we discuss the things we learn when 
we discuss master and man? We focus on the 
work to be done. We ruminate on odd requests. 
Some stew on inequality. But for all the tedium 
of weeding gardens or the odd experience of 
being volunteered as a junior usher for a benefit 
gala, there were those invaluable moments 
at the chessboard, or during her physical 
therapy sessions, where our work, however 
lonesome and personal, became work all 
the same. 

“It’s all about your core,” her trainer would 
bark. “Without a solid core, you’re nothing, 
you're nowhere.” She’d say this sometimes as if 
she was speaking to me, though Id be waiting 
quietly in the corner to help Mrs. Resnick to her 
next appointment. 


The most eloquent thank you I ever got came — 


from Mrs. Resnick after one of those sessions. 
It was a particularly painful one. Her arm gave 
out when she leaned her weight on the cane. 
She would have fallen over had I not caught her 
hand in time. 

She took a deep breath and said: “You’re 
inoperable.” It took me a while to shrug off 
the notion that she was calling me a tumor. 
It took until after I left for another job further 
west to realize that we’d become as dependent 
on one another as the ball and socket of a 
hip joint. 

In my junior year at college, | picked up The 
New York Times and learned that Mrs. Resnick 
had died. She was 49. A mention in the Old Grey 
Lady was appropriate. She used to send me 
clippings from the Times in an envelope: stories 
about businesses, emerging industries. This 
thing called the World Wide Web. 

“I'm going to make a lawyer out of you,” she’d 
said to me once. 

I didn’t become a lawyer. But I would never 


need one either, and given where I’m from, 


that’s not a small thing. Instead I became other 
things. Worked hard. I try to count my wins, 
like she taught me when we _ played 
chess together. 

So I’m not surprised to remember her this 
day at the Golden Pear, when |. watch an 
elderly woman navigate an elevated crack in 
the sidewalk. She’s using a cane with a tennis 
ball jammed on the end of it, and she has a 
nurse walking beside her. When she reaches 
the crack, she teeters to the opposite side 
of her cane. The nurse catches her by her 
brittle hand and puts her straight on level 
ground again. 

I lean back in my chair and watch them 
go. Together. They pass 75 Main and get 
far enough down the sidewalk that I can no 
longer tell who is leaning on whom. They 
disappear in the boiling sunlight that washes 
the buildings’ stone walls. I am left to imagine 
that they carry on that way. Righting one 
another’s step. Catching one, when the

or homes in the Hamptons or on the 
North Fork, few aspects of ownership are 
as important as homeowner's insurance. 
Whether the issue is related to rentals 
or repairs, deductibles or damage, in New York 
an insurance broker is generally not liable for 
its failure to advise you on what coverage you 
should obtain. Here is your resource guide to 
understanding homeowners’ insurance in order 
for you to advocate for your own best interest in 
obtaining coverage. 


Categories of Insurance 

Homeowners’ Insurance is a broad insurance 
product that includes many subcategories of 
coverage, called divided coverage. Subcategories 
include Dwelling Coverage (i.e., house structure), 
Other Structures Coverage (i.e., sheds, pool 
houses, and garages that are detached from 
the house), Personal Property Coverage (i.e., 
contents of home), Loss Of Use Coverage 
(i.e., Cost of substitute living when home is 
uninhabitable), Personal Liability Coverage (i.e., 
wrongs committed by homeowner or by way of 
structural defects that cause injuries to others), 
and Medical Payments Coverage (i.e., relevant to 
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injuries). Each subtopic offers its own specific limit 
of coverage per occurrence, which is detailed on 
a Declaration Page to the Homeowners’ Policy, 
and represents the total amount of money that the 
insurance carrier will pay per occurrence during 
the policy period for each subcategory of accident, 
including continuous or repeated exposure to 
substantially the same general harmful conditions. 
The determination of whether multiple injuries are 
from just one occurrence or, instead, from separate 
occurrences is a litigated topic because separate 
occurrences multiplies the coverage provided. 


Deductibles 

Prior to an insurer paying for a loss resulting from a 
covered peril (i.e., cause of loss), the homeowner 
will first be required to pay for a portion of that loss 
themselves. While a deductible is generally set 
forth as a fixed amount of money (e.g., $1,000) 
on a Declaration Page in the Homeowners’ Policy, 
there may also be other deductibles set forth for 
specific peril categories (e.g., hurricane deductible) 
and that specific deductible may be payable as a 
percentage (e.g., 5%) rather than a fixed amount of 
money. Therefore, the determination of whether a 
peril constitutes a hurricane or is, instead, labeled 


as a “superstorm” can mean the difference of a 
substantial amount of money to the homeowner 
(e.g., Governor Cuomo characterizing Superstorm 
Sandy to not constitute a hurricane). 


Property Damage Coverage 

Homeowners’ Policies have a_ section titled 
“Special Limits of Liability” wherein subcategories 
of personal property each receive their own item- 
specific policy limits (e.g., $1,500 for loss by theft, 
misplacing or losing of jewelry, watches, furs, 
precious and semiprecious stones). Additionally, 
the determination of damages is dependent 
on whether a given Homeowners’ Policy offers 
Actual Cash Value Coverage or Replacement 
Cost Coverage. Actual Cash Coverage provides 
coverage for an item’s as-is value (i.e., accounting 
for depreciation) whereas Replacement Cost 
Coverage represents what you would pay for the 
item today new (i.e., without depreciation). 


Off-Premises Coverage 

Homeowners’ Insurance is not restricted to 
damage to the home, its contents or injuries that 
occur thereon. Instead, coverage is afforded for

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off-premises occurrences. An insured may receive 
coverage for personal property that is damaged 
when the item is not on the premises (e.g., $500 
on property, away from the “residence premises”, 
used primarily for “business” purposes). Coverage 
also exists for bodily injury to persons off-premises 
if Such injury is caused by activities of the insured, 
a residence employee (e.g., housekeeper), or an 
animal of the insured (e.g., dog). Therefore, if a 
person is ever injured they should always consider 
pursuing the assailant’s Homeowners’ Insurance to 
cover the loss. Even non-owners may be covered 
for their wrongs so long as they are a member of 
the homeowner's family and permanently reside in 
the home. 


Household Workers’ Coverage 

In New York, insurers are required by statute to 
provide a Homeowners Workers’ Compensation 
Insurance Rider to a Homeowners’ Insurance 
Policy. At a quick glance, the Rider implies 
that you do not need to purchase a separate 
Workers’ Compensation Insurance Policy for your 
nanny, housekeeper, butler, etc. That would be 
a misunderstanding of the law according to the 
New York State Workers’ Compensation Board, 
which states, on its website, that this Rider “does 
not cover any domestic employees for workers’ 
compensation benefits nor does it cover people 
working for home-based businesses”. Instead, this 
Rider is designed only for “[clontractors that are 
deemed employees under the WCL and working 
a total of less than 40 hours a week in or around 
a one, two, three or four family owner occupied 
residence.” 


Rental Issues 

Standard Homeowners’ Insurance Policies will 
disclaim coverage if the home is rented absent a 
specific endorsement (i.e., addition to coverage). 
It is imperative that those intending to rent their 
homes obtain the requisite endorsement prior to 
effectuating such a rental. If the entire home will 
always be rented and you live in another home, you 
should request the endorsement titled “Additional 
Residence Rented To Others” for the home that 
you reside in as well as getting a landlord’s policy 
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for the home that you rent; if the entire home will 
instead only be sporadically rented, you should 
request the endorsement titled “Residence Rental 
Theft;” if another structure on the property will be 
rented, you should request the endorsement titled 
“Structures Rented To Others;” and if your rental 
home is a condominium unit, you should request 
the endorsement titled “Unit-Owners Rental 
To Others.” 


Notice Requirements 

Immediately after an occurrence of property 
damage or a bodily injury you must immediately 
notify your insurer. Failure to give such written 
notice as soon as is practical following a loss 
may result in the insurer disclaiming coverage. 
Such notice should include the Policy Number, 
insured’s name, information concerning the time, 
place and circumstances of the loss, and the 
name/address of anyone injured as well as any 
witnesses to the occurrence. Be sure to send 
this notice to the insurer by way of certified mail, 
return-receipt-requested, while maintaining a copy 
of the enclosures. Most policies only require you 
to notify either the insurer or their agent. However, 
do not skip providing notice to the insurer as 
notice overkill is recommended so as to avoid 
claims that you failed to provide notice in a timely 
fashion. Nonetheless, it would be wise to seek 
legal advice prior to providing specific details about 
the occurrence to your insurer. An attorney can 
help you to best craft your articulation of the facts 
applicable to an occurrence in order to maximize 
your likelihood of receiving coverage. 


Mitigation Requirements 

An insured has a duty to protect property from 
further damage following an occurrence (e.g., 
if your window is broken by a neighbor kid’s 
baseball an insurer will not pay for your flood 
damage from rain entering through that hole—you 
must immediately seal the opening). You may 
have to outlay monies in order to effectuate these 
reasonable and necessary repairs to your property. 
To be reimbursed by your insurer for your outlay, 
keep receipts and take date-stamped pictures of 
the damage prior to effectuating the repair. 


Duty to Defend 

Courts interpret insurance laws as providing a 
greater duty to defend than the duty to insure. 
This means that even if you are not covered 
under your policy, you may still receive an 
attorney to defend you if you are sued. While 
deductibles are still applicable, the insurer will 
pay for your attorney and, as a result, often has 
the final say over who will provide you with such 
representation. Consequently, if you ever receive 
a summons and complaint (i.e., legal pleadings) 
you should immediately notify your insurer of the 
lawsuit and seek a defense (i.e., even if you 
just believe that you will be sued, such notice is 
recommended). However, waiting for the insurer 
to decide if it will be providing you with a. defense 
before acting in the lawsuit is a terrible idea 
that may result in you losing the lawsuit (ie., 
lawsuits have specific time periods in which a 
defendant has to serve and file papers in 
order to avoid defaulting in an semi-automatic 
loss). As a result, your first stop after being 
sued is to see an attorney of your choosing, 
who can help you obtain a _ covered 
insurance defense attorney, and, at least, 
prevent you from defaulting in the instant 
lawsuit during the interim of seeking a defense 
and coverage. 


Declaratory Judgment Option 

You do not need to just accept your insurer’s denial 
of affording you with either coverage for damages 
or a defense to a lawsuit. Instead, an insured 
has a right to sue their insurer in Court to have 
a Judge decide if coverage should be provided 
under the circumstances. The rules of construction 
for insurance policies result in any ambiguity 
as to whether the policy is applicable to the 
specific occurrence or otherwise being interpreted 
against the insurer. Simply not understanding 
if the policy provides coverage may work in 
your favor.

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he Hamptons enjoyed an impressive 
real estate run during the first half of 
2014, with numbers up in almost every 
category and virtually across the board. 
Among the more impressive areas of growth was 
Hampton Bays, where the number of home sales 
was up more than 50% over the first half of last year, 
and the total home sales volume leaped more than 
150% in the same period. 

“There’s a changing dynamic in Hampton Bays,” 
says Kimberly Scarola, Developer, Ponquogue 
Manor, sitting on the site where her part of that 
dynamic is coming to life. “It’s a place where a lot 
of people who can choose to live anywhere are 
choosing to live.” 

Whether it’s The New York Times writing about 
maximizing second-home investments “west of 
the Canal” or the growing number of watersport 
enthusiasts on their Waverunners and boats 
crisscrossing the waters beneath Ponquogue 
Bridge, the message that Hampton Bays is a 
market on the move has never been more evident. 

“If you drive around Hampton Bays, you see 
the signs,” says Scarola. “The world has changed 
its vision of Hampton Bays. People are taking 
old beach cottages and knocking them down 
and building mansions on the water, because 
you really can’t get those things in Southampton 
or Sagaponack anymore—and it won’t be 
long before you can’t get them in Hampton 
Bays anymore.” 

Instead of mansions, Scarola is looking to other 
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market demands and opportunities— “lock-and- 
leave, people who no longer want the bigger 
home with the pool and the landscaping and 
the maintenance but don’t want to leave the 
Hamptons” —in developing Ponquogue Manor, 
which she calls “entry level Hamptons waterfront.” 
The project will comprise 24 townhouses, from one 
to three bedrooms, with 21 different floor plans 
in a gated community just north of Ponquogue 
Bridge in Hampton Bays, with high-end 
amenities—concierge service, onsite private 
marina— addressing the demands of a Hamptons 
clientele. Then there’s the canal and, beyond, the 
same waters that lure homeowners to properties 
along Dune Road. 

Great Peconic Bay, Tiana Bay, Flanders Bay, 
Shinnecock Bay, the ocean of Ponquogue Beach — 
the local waters are just one part of the Hampton 
Bays appeal. “| was speaking to someone the 
other day, and she was taking Jill Zarin to look at 
houses in Hampton Bays,” Scarola says. “You can 
be close to New York, and we have everything. It’s 
paradise for boating. You can grab your nets and go 
crabbing. You have places like Rumba, which has 
become a destination.” 

Scarola’s passion for Hampton Bays is personal 
as well as professional, as she has owned a home 
there since the 1990s. As she has overseen the 
development of Ponquogue Manor, a personal 
ideal has been a driving force. “There’s an ad that 
recently came out for Acura: there’s a voice in the 
background, a punk voice, singing ‘My Way,’ and 


the commercial starts out with these nerdy tech 
guys designing this car they really want to build, 
and going on the test track, and all these scenes 
showing how much they care about building this 
thing. And at the end they show the car, and it’s 
cool, and the catchline is ‘We built this for us, but 
you can have one.’ And that’s how we feel.” 

That sentiment also plays into a concern 
sometimes heard on the East End, that new 
construction can overlook local heritage. It’s a point 
she says they have been embracing at Ponquogue 
Manor by incorporating the history of the area once 
known as Good Ground. They turned to architect 
Bernard Zyscovich from Miami “because we 
wanted a fresh approach,” she says, “but it was 
also very important that he capture elements unique 
to this environment” — design elements like eyebrow 
windows, trimming evocative of the crown-molding 
look of days gone by, real cedar siding separated 
in the traditional way. The vision was to create a 
building that looks “as if it been here for 300 years. 
We used architectural cues and hints indigenous to 
this area but in a contemporary execution.” 

Blending the past with a vision for the future. 
It’s a concept not allocated solely to a single 
development, but to the Hampton Bays area 
as a whole. “When you do a project like this, it’s 
transformative. It changes the whole community, 
the whole perspective of the community,” Scarola 
notes. “There’s anew spec house across the street, 
other houses being renovated—a rising tide does 
lift all ships.”

Pepi’s Ristorante Italiano: Great Views & Food

erched perfectly on the shorefront of Peconic 
Bay, Pepi’s Ristorante Italiano in Southold offers 
more than just an unbeatable dining experience. The 
serenity of the bay and the accessibility of the beach 
bring a certain charm to the outdoor patio, while 
the indoor area is gorgeously appointed and often 
opened up to allow the breeze to keep patrons cool. 
The family behind Pepi’s has run a number of 
other successful ventures before—the original Pepi’s 
was located in Whitestone, Queens, and the family 
maintains a second location, Red Rooster Bistro, 
in Cutchogue. The secluded Southold location, 
however, has garnered a number of rave reviews 
from pleased critics and satisfied guests alike. This 
summer, | took off a:couple of afternoon hours in 
order to see for myself what all the fuss was about. 
Inside, the tables are draped in pristine white 
tablecloths, leading me to opt for an indoor 
seat (though I could still see the water through 
the open doors and patio). The bar, too, was a delight 
for the eyes, featuring a dazzling array of wines from 
Italy, California, New Zealand and Long Island (with 
Southold’s Mattebella Vineyards and Cutchogue’s 
Bedell Cellars in pride of place). Pepi herself was 
behind the bar, and sat me down with a menu while 
my smiling server Alexandria brought ice water. 
Feeling a bit parched, I ordered the Raz Martini, a 
signature cocktail developed at Pepi’s that combines 
raspberry Svedka vodka, champagne, white cranberry 


juice and Chambord. The effect 
was deliciously fruity—it was 
basically cold, refreshing juice 
with a kick. 

I began my meal with 
an order of the antipasto, 
which certainly didn’t 
disappoint. Composed _ of 
mushrooms (drizzled in a 
deliciously spiced oil), red 
peppers, mozzarella balls, 
asparagus, sun-dried tomatoes 
(chewy, almost jerky-like, and 
full of zest), zucchini (tasty, 
if a bit soggy) and olives 
(absolutely bursting with 
flavor), this appetizer was so 
excellent that I couldn’t stop 
myself from finishing every 
bite. Even the tangy oil left 
behind wasn’t wasted, as I 
mopped it up with the crispy, 
flaky bread Alexandria brought 
a few minutes later. 

For the main event, I ordered the fried flounder, 
served on ciabatta with a chipotle-based sauce, 
accompanied by a side of choice greens and house 
dressing. [ elected to sample a glass of the Kim 
Crawford sauvignon blanc with my meal. This New 
Zealand white maintained a slight hint of dryness 
while still providing an overall fruity and refreshing

flavor, and proved itself to be 
an effective complement to 
the meal. The flounder was 
perfectly crunchy, fried to a 
golden crisp and spicy without 
being overwhelmingly so. J also 
managed to snatch up an order 
of thin-cut fries, which were 
just the right mix of salty and 
crisp. : 

For once, I wasn’t able to 
make any room for dessert 
(this is why I should never 
go out to eat without a dining 
companion), but I made time 
2 for a little chat with Pepi after 
my meal came to a close. “This 
“menu always changes,” she 
& said, referring to the eclectic 
$\talian spread featured on the 
8 summer menu, which included 

pasta, seafood and chicken 
entrees. “In the winter we'll 
have a new one—but we can 
make basically make anything. Whatever people 
are in the mood for, all they have to do is ask their 
server.” If that’s not a reason to visit Pepi’s, | don’t 
know what is. £2.

Snorkeling and Scuba Diving Off Montauk

a. Islanders are all about the water. If we 
aren’t saltwater fishing, we’re sailing, surfing 
or sunbathing. We love to be either on the water, 
near the water or in the water. If you are the 
adventurous type and have an interest in marine 
wildlife, snorkeling or scuba diving off Montauk and 
nearby Block Island may be just what you're looking 
for. 

If you’re interested in seeing what Long Island 
waters have to offer, scuba diving is the way to go. 
Diving season begins in June and, weather permitting, 
can continue until October. Other popular activities 
include freestyle diving, spear fishing and shark tank 
diving. You do not need to be certified to free dive or 
shark tank dive, but you will need your certification 
to scuba dive. Two area dive shops that offer 
certifications are Hampton Dive Center and School 
of Fish. 

Sea Turtle Charters is the only dive boat located 
in Montauk. Its captain, Chuck Wade, has a wealth 
of experience and can promise you the time of your 
life. His services run the gamut, from scuba diving 
to freestyle diving to shark cage diving. Shark cage 
diving usually spans about an 8- to 10-hour day, 
because you need to go offshore where the sharks 
are—generally about 20 miles out. Children are 
welcome, provided they are accompanied by an 
adult. The cost is about $250, while freestyle diving 
costs around $100 and is usually a 5—-hour trip. 


Spear fishing is not a new sport, but 
it is experiencing a revival among Long 
Islanders. Many experienced divers 
recommend purchasing long fins, due to 
the propulsion they produce. Knowing 
how to snorkel can give you a head start 
in this sport, and being able to hold your 
breath is important as well. 

The Sea Turtle carries a maximum of 
six divers at a time. For between $100 
and $150, you will be taken to one of the 
most fascinating dive sites east of Block 
Island. After a 2-hour run, you will arrive 
at a spot where a German submarine lies 
at the bottom of the Atlantic, filled with a

tremendous amount of history. Not only Experience the life aquatic! _ 


will you get to experience the wreck, you 

can also take home any lobsters or fish you catch. 
If you are a novice diver, you may want to start in 
the shallow waters around Block Island. There are 
glacier erratics the size of a bus stacked on top of 
one another, creating homes for a variety of sea life. 
The soft coral presents divers with anemones and 
plant life in vibrant colors, including brilliant reds 
and pastel oranges. Scuba gear can be rented for 
about $100 a day. 

You can also scuba dive right off the beach. Fort 
Pond Bay, the home of Rough Riders Pier, was the 
very first Navy submarine hangar dock used during 
WWII. You may find a wide range of interesting 
objects there—but if you do decide to dive outside 


of a charter boat, just make sure you are familiar with 
the Department of Environmental Conservation’s 
rules, and remember to never dive alone. 

When the waters are calm, you might want to take a 
snorkeling expedition to Block Island. The sandy bottom 
and glacial-created landscape provide a wonderful 
backdrop to some beautiful sea life, including sand 
sharks, lobsters and conger eels. What’s great about 
snorkeling is the limited amount of gear required. All 
you need is a mask, snorkel and flippers—so get out 
there—the waters are still warm! 3

The East End’s African American Film Festival

he theme of the 9th annual Southampton 

African-American Film Festival, “Raise Your 
Voice,” is a challenge to the East End community to 
speak out about race and injustice. 

The clarion call of the festival goes beyond 
protesting the killing of unarmed black men, such 
as in the recent shooting of Michael Brown in 
Ferguson, Mo., which is only the latest in a long 
line of racially charged incidents involving blacks 
and law enforcement. As festival organizer and 
Executive Director of the Southampton African 
American Museum (aka East End African American 
Museum) Brenda Simmons suggests, each word 
of the injunction “Raise Your Voice” is important. 
She wants this four-day festival of film, jazz and 
the spoken word to “raise” discussion in the 
sense of educating all members of all communities 
about what is happening in our still racially 
divided country. 

Simmons notes that the election of President 
Obama has not meant the end of racism. The festival 
seeks not only to prompt critical awareness of 
issues that reflect or feed racism, by way of showing 
and discussing relevant films, documentaries and 
classics, but to promote the larger mission of bringing 
communities together, especially younger folk, by 
fostering appreciation of the culture and artistry of 
people of color. Ultimately, the festival is a celebration 
of filmmakers, actors, personalities, musicians and 


performers who have joyous as well 
as painful stories to tell. Simmons is 
particularly delighted that she has 
the support of the Southampton 
Youth Bureau whose staff members 
provide programs in “positive youth 
development and early intervention 
services,” and she is thrilled by 
the “terrific” participation of East 
Hampton High School faculty and 
personnel who will be bringing 
students to the festival. 

The select group of films was 
chosen by the festival organizers, led by Simmons 
and new board member, the Oscar winning (Close 
Harmony) film director Nigel Noble, a resident 
of East Hampton. A member of the Academy of 
Motion Pictures Arts and Sciences, Noble sees about 
150 films a year and is particularly passionate 
about documentaries and about bringing younger 
audiences to appreciate them. His own festival 
offering, Porgy and Bess: An American Voice (1997), 
which he directed, exemplifies the expertise and 
significance of documentaries for both black and 
white audiences. A racial history of Gershwin’s 
controversial opera Porgy and Bess, the film details 
various performances over the years and explores 
the impact they had on casts and audiences, black 
and white. 


The festival opens with a documentary, the 


Sundance and Cannes Film Festival award-winning 


Actress Rubie Dee will be featured

quick actions” of the San Francisco 
police. Later it will be showing 
Life’s Essentials with Ruby Dee, 
a celebration of the acclaimed 
actress who died this past June.

In his book Double Agent: The 
First Hero of World War II and 
How the FBI Outwitted and 
Destroyed a Nazi Spy Ring, 
author Peter Duffy notes 
that the term “double agent” 
wasn't yet in use when William 
G. Sebold, a mechanical 
draftsman who had served 
in WWI, agreed in 1939 to 
pretend to spy for German 
military intelligence (the Abwehr) while working for 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI). Born in 
Milheim, Germany and naturalized as an American 
citizen in 1936, Sebold became the first counterspy 
in FBI history. 


Naturally, Sebold was nervous at 
being given a fictional identity (Harry 
Sawyer), a pretend office in Times 
Square with a two-way mirror in place 
where he met with other spies and the 
task of transmitting phony messages 
to German control in Hamburg from 
an FBl-established short-wave radio 
station on the North Shore near 
Centerport. Sebold’s efforts, however, 
paid off. Duffy opens Double Agent on 
June 27, 1941, when 33 members of 
the Duquesne Spy Ring were rounded 
up and put on trial in Brooklyn

warmonger” and “mentally unsound,” 
and praised the Japanese attack on 
Pearl Harbor. 

Double Agent is an important and 
impressively researched account 
of a still little-known man who made 
a big difference in the world of 
counterintelligence. Duffy reveals new 
information, much of it from thousands 
of pages of FBI documents, that sheds 
light on the phenomenal growth of J. 
Edgar Hoover’s FBI. Duffy also traverses 
less familiar history in his account of 
how Hitler used propaganda to convince 


Europeans and Americans that Czechs

Convictions came on 
December 12, 1941—incidentally, the day after Hitler 
declared Franklin D. Roosevelt “an unsophisticated

of German origin were being terrorized, 
justifying a German invasion. 

Duffy also provides, as others have done, 
incontrovertible evidence of American hatred of 
Jews and Communists, which provided fertile soil 
for Nazi sympathizers and possible spies. The idea 
of German agents on American soil wasn’t so far- 
fetched. 

One of the more absorbing sections of Double 
Agent is about how J. Edgar Hoover both encouraged 
and benefitted from fears about German agents in 
America. In 1939, the film Confessions of a Nazi Spy, 
starring Edward G. Robinson, beat out The Wizard of 
Oz and Mr. Smith Goes to Washington to become the 
National Board of Review of Motion Pictures’ a 
Film. 


RS IS Sa I RN a a ST TPT I 
Born in Miilheim, Germany and 
naturalized as an American citizen 
in 1936, Sebold became the first 


counterspy in FBI history. 


Those of a certain age might also remember the 
1945 film The House on 92nd Street, which was based 
on the Sebold operation—although in the film, the 
object of German interest was the atomic bomb, 
while in real life, it was the Norden bombsight (“a 
precious instrument of mythic reputation designed 
to turn modern airplanes into bomb-dropping 
systems of unprecedented accuracy”). In fact, by the 
time Sebold was recruited, the plans for the Norden 
had already been passed to the Germans—they just 
didn’t know what they had. 

WWII military buffs will revel in Duffy’s accounts 
of the differences between American and German 
warplanes, but anyone who recalls the subject 
of Picasso’s Guernica will be horrified anew by 
descriptions of the indiscriminate strafing the 
Germans visited on that Basque village in 1937 
during the Spanish Civil War. For younger readers, 
Duffy’s book may also elicit surprise and disbelief 
at the fact that the New York City area supported 
an extensive network of Nazi sympathizers, a Bund 
largely centered in Yorkville, along with “swastika 
waving, sieg-heiling and Hitler praising” summer 
assemblies at Camp Siegfried in Yaphank. 

Although Duffy’s subject matter is both timely 
and significant, one wishes for a more compelling 
narrative. At times the detail becomes a bit much, 
especially the bios and activity timelines of secondary 
players. And then there is Sebold himsélf, an unlikely 
and unengaging hero. Though the first double agent 
in Bureau history, and from all accounts an American 
patriot, he emerges as a less-than-attractive man with 
multiple and recurrent maladies. (He died, relatively 
unknown, in an early version of the witness protection 
program, with repeated health problems and financial 
woes.) Here, too, however, it could be said that Sebold 
was the kind of unemotional and passive person the 
FBI wanted—they didn’t need a Hollywood action 
hero. They needed a double agent. A.

JIMI: ALL IS BY MY SIDE 
OutKast’s André Benjamin 
takes on the part of Jimi 
Hendrix in this long-awaited 
biopic about the legendary 
guitarist. Jimi: All Is By My Side 
explores 1966-67, an eventful 
year in the life of Hendrix, as he 
goes from being a little-known 
sideman for various R&B acts 
in Greenwich Village to being 
the jaw-dropping,  guitar- 
destroying wild man of the Monterey Pop Festival. In 
between, Hendrix travels to England where he gets 
discovered by Keith Richard’s girlfriend, gets taken 
up by manager Chas Chandler (the bassist for the 
Animals), forms the Jimi Hendrix Experience, starts 
dressing like a psychedelic mystic, and becomes the 
toast of Mayfair. The role of Hendrix seems tailor- 
made for André Benjamin, who looks an awful lot 
like Hendrix, and Benjamin closely 
replicates Hendrix’s gymnastic guitar 
moves and distinctive speaking 
voice. Naturally, the soundtrack is 
drawn entirely from Hendrix’s own 
phenomenal playing, which has often 
been imitated but never duplicated. 
If it’s successful, the film may 
generate yet another in the periodic 
resurgences of interest in Hendrix, 
who has now been dead for close to 
45 years. 


THE SONG 

The Song clearly aims to aggregate 
audiences for romantic dramas, 
Christian films, and films about 


country music. In the process, it plays into long- 
standing false dichotomies: the superiority of clean, 
rural living to living in the big, bad city; the supposed 
“naturalness” of acoustic country music as opposed 
to other supposedly compromised forms; the natural, 
superior morality of blonde country girls to brunette, 
tattooed women who work in the dirty professional 
music business. A country singer settles down with 
a beautiful blonde vineyard owner and things are 
perfect. The, he writes a hit song (“The Song”), and 
he’s drawn away from the simple, pure life into the 
urban, temptation-filled world of music replete with 
tattooed vixens. Admittedly, these clichés have a 
long precedent—the worship of pastoral beauty 
was certainly present in the Bible, and this film is 
explicitly based on the biblical Song of Solomon, 
which entwines the themes of human love and 
untrammelied nature to emphasize God’s love for the 
world. Still, this thudding rehearsal of such timeworn 
themes might paradoxically leave people rooting 
for the dirty city, the tattooed vixen, 
and the amplified world of naughty 
pop music. 


BELIEVE ME 

We've all heard of unethical charities 
that take advantage of altruism in order 
to enrich themselves. The nonprofit 
world is just as sleazy as the for-profit 
world, as the NFL has made abundantly 
clear. In Believe Me, a college senior 
finds himself with a surprise tuition bill 
and, with some friends, devises a con 
that proceeds to fleece well-meaning 
churchgoers. A dark comedy designed 
to raise eyebrows, and maybe put the 


fear of God into unworthy charities. 4B.

Book Review: Design in the

he latest in Hamptons interior design and 
architecture books, Design in the Hamptons, hit 
the shelves on September 9 of this year. Published 
by The Monacelli Press and written by Anthony 
lannacci, the beautifully illustrated volume appeals 
to our voyeuristic and inspiration-searching minds— 
featuring photographs of 19 private homes, many of 
which belong to their designers themselves. 
lannacci artfully brings together the creative 
forces behind each home project—from the initial 
architect, or sometimes a renovation architect, 
interior designers, landscape architects—and wraps 
it around the desires and vision of those living 
in the space. In the introduction, Iannacci talks 


_ about the scarcity of virgin lots and how people 


are now cherishing what land they have, thus making 
careful decisions and using it wisely. It seemed 
particularly interesting that architect Cary Tamarkin 
and his family decided to live in an existing 
house on the lot he purchased before starting to 
rebuild. “In the interim, he carefully studied the 
tide tables and walked the site at different times to 


become intimately acquainted with how 
the waves sounded in different areas at 
different elevations.” This type of careful 


planning is what makes each home featured in 
Design in the Hamptons authentic and individual. Every 
design takes into account its natural surroundings. 
While each home differs tremendously, they all 
seem to have great living areas—broad, expansive 


and with lots of seating. 
Fireplaces, indoor firepits (as 
the case with Jonathan Adler 
and Simon Doonan’s residence) 
and wood walls add warmth to 
otherwise minimalist interiors. 
“A home in the Hamptons may 
not. be chosen or designed 
to facilitate the day-to-day 
demands of work or school 
but rather to foster relaxation, 
quality time with family and 
friends and the enjoyment of 
the natural surroundings,” says 
lannacci. One such example is 
the oceanfront residence that 
architect Tom Flynn was asked 
to work on. Flynn brought in 
local architect Frederick Stelle

house he grew up in, he kept 
the exterior unaltered while 
inside he combines _ rustic 
features like exposed beams | 
and chairs that were made by 
his great-grandfather with new 
features like herringbone-laid 
bricks on the living room floor 
and green walls. 

When asked how he chose 
the designers he features, 
lannacci explains, “This recent 
crop of designers have all been 
chosen for inclusion in this 
book because they, all in very 
different ways, have created 
environments that use the 
Strategy of celebrating their 
location as a way of fostering 


and landscape designer Edwina 

von Gal, who arranged indigenous grasses and low 
shrubs “to make the structure appear as if it had 
always been a part of the East End site.” The result 
is a beautifully expansive home with enormous 
windows and spaces opening up to the beach— 
surrendering to, and embracing, the breathtaking 
view of ocean and dunes. 

The book itself is a pleasure both to read and flip 
through. There’s variety and contrast, both within the 
homes themselves and from one project to another. 
With James Topping’s East Hampton cottage, built 
as a barn in 1847 on the circa 1660 property of the 


the kinds of experiences we al] 
dream about when we think of the Hamptons. Some 
of my earliest memories play out on the shores of 
Shinnecock Bay, in a care-free world of sand and surf 
and horseshoe crabs, and those memories combined 
with the notion of home can be very seductive.”

Enjoy a Septemberfest Evening at the Social Club

S it back. Relax. It’s the off-season, but it’s not quite 
time to head into hibernation. Southampton 
Social Club (SSC) is still serving their signature 
cocktails and, coming in October, a tapas menu to 
keep things classy through the fall. 

The Social Club is unique to the East End scene 
in that it draws an eclectic crowd—from fine diners 
to those just out for a drink to nationally recognized 
celebs—due to its ability to transform from a peaceful 
dinner oasis to a trendy nightclub with top-notch DJs. 

On a recent Saturday, my friends and | decided 
to indulge in an array of appetizers, alternatively 
pairing them with the Southampton Mojito—served 
regular style, as well as in mango and in coconut 
flavors—and the Social Cooler. Our favorite was the 
Cooler, a summery concoction fit for a fall night due 
to the spicy kick of the jalapefio-infused Don Julio 
tequila. The drink is made with a fresh watermelon 
purée, lime and is served on the rocks. 

Our appetizers proved to be the perfect sampling, 
as Chef Scott Kampf revealed that the Social Club is 
now switching from full dinner service to tapas and 
dancing on Saturday night, filling a void in the trendy 
off-season scene. Beginning the first week of October, 
the Social Club will introduce Social Saturdays. The 
new tapas menu, featuring both light and more 
substantial items, will replace the full menu, which 
will still be available for private parties. 

Our array of appetizers included the lobster tacos, 
Social spring roll, braised short rib sliders, jumbo 


lump crab cake and tequila 
lime grilled jumbo shrimp. 
Though not all of the apps we 
sampled will be on the tapas 
menu, we quickly came to the 
conclusion that anything Chef 
Kampf creates will tantalize the 
taste buds. And we got a feel for 
the scene that Social Saturdays 
will create, as the light dishes 
were the perfect way to fuel (... 
our subsequent dancing. 

The tequila lime shrimp is 
served cold, perfect for an evening spent by the 
Social Club’s indoor fire. The tapas menu will have 
a decadent-sounding coconut shrimp with a sweet 
chili sauce. Also on offer will be braised short rib 
sliders. Hot and bite-sized, they came with just the 
right amount of barbecue sauce, more than passing 
muster from a group of girls who went to school in 
barbecue-loving North Carolina. The pickle added

-just the right amount of bite to the savory flavor. 


Additionally, Social Saturdays will showcase the 
Alaskan lump crab cake, mini chicken quesadillas 
(served with peppers, onion, jalapeno, Monterey Jack 
cheese and cilantro), chicken lollipops (with a sweet 
soy sesame barbecue sauce), pizzetta (served with 
roasted Roma tomatoes, Burratta mozzarella and 
fresh basil), and edamame and chickpea hummus. 

The lump crab cake was pan-seared, allowing the 
true flavors of the crab to come through, as this 
dish is only lightly touched. The Dijon aioli made

wm for a nice kick, and the charred 
lemon added a freshly grilled 
flavor. 

For an entrée, I enjoyed the 
charred vegetable napoleon, 
made with almond pesto, fire 
roasted red peppers, summer 
squash, zucchini and portabella 
mushrooms, served on a bed of

tomato reduction. 

I ended the dinner portion of 
my night with some dessert. As it was my birthday, | 
was surprised with a sparkler in my white chocolate 
mousse. The mousse was served in a chocolate bowl 
and topped with blueberries and strawberries. The 
creamy concoction was sweet but not overly so, and 
the now-chocolatey fruit quickly disappeared. 

Chef Kampf brought out another dessert for the 
table—a “rice crispy treat” with a chocolate ganache. 
With just the right ratio of mallow-to-crispy, this 
version paired perfectly with the chocolate for an 
almost s’mores-like taste. The rice crispy treat will 
be a part of the tapas menu, as will the SSC donuts, 
served with a créme anglaise and a raspberry coulis. 

After dinner, our table was cleared away to make 
room for dancing, a staple at the Social Club that did 
not disappear with the season. @2.

I love the fact that we live in 
a region of seasonal changes. 
I often hear how “the summer 
went so fast,” and doesn’t it 
always? Yet we are in what can

APPLE DELIGHT WITH RASPBERRY JAM SAUCE 

This unusual recipe with Spanish origins features a 
crisp topping of sautéed breadcrumbs. The dessert can 
be prepared ahead and assembled 5 or 10 minutes 
before serving. 

Serves 4 to 6 


1/4 cup dark raisins 

2 tablespoons dry Spanish sherry 

2 1/2 pounds apples, Jonagold, Empire or Golden 
Delicious 

1 cup water

1/2 cup sugar 

l1-inch wide slice lemon peel 

1 cup day-old coarse bread crumbs

APPLE PRESERVES, SEPHARDIC STYLE 

Apples, one of the first fruits of the fall season, is 
connected to the High Holidays of Rosh Hashanah, 
which began on September 24 at sundown for the 
10-day period ending with Yom Kippur on October 4. In 
the tradition of Ashkenazi Jews apple slices are dipped 
in honey for a sweet New Year. In another tradition, 
that of Sephardic Jews, apples are cooked in sugar 
syrup until they form a jam-like preserve. 
- Makes approximately 2 1/2 cups 

1 3/4 to 2 pounds tart apples, such as 
Granny Smith 
2 1/3 cups water 
1 1/ 2 cups sugar 
1 teaspoon vanilla extract 


1. Peel, core and grate the apples. Save the skin 
and seeds. 
. 2. Bring the water and sugar to a boil in a3 to 3 1/2 
quart saucepan, then remove from the heat and set 
aside. Put the cores, seeds and skins in a separate 
saucepan with enough water to barely cover, bring 
to a boil then cook at a brisk simmer for 15 minutes. 
Strain the liquid and add to the sugar water. Bring to 
a boil then uncover and cook at a brisk simmer until 
the syrup evenly coats the back of a wooden spoon, 
about 18 to 20 minutes. Add the grated apples to 
the sugar syrup, bring to edge of a boil then adjust 
heat to medium-low and simmer with cover ajar for 
18 to 20 minutes, until mixture is the consistency of 
semi-thick jam. Remove from heat, stir in the vanilla 
extract, and cool. Store in mason jars and refrigerate.
